Then suddenly the solution ‘of 
the puzzle flashed into his mind. He 
waited patiently until May 1 before he 
tested the accuracy of his interpreta: 
tion of the mystic words. 

On the day mentioned tn the inserip.

set ont at dasbreak for the column. 
He arrived before any chance visitors, 
and as svon as the monastery’s bells 
tolled 6 he started digging in the 


ground covered by the shadow of the. 


top of the column. He had not dug 
lung before he came on a satchel that 
contained 80,000 frances. The inscrip- 
tion was a true one—the head of the 
column covered the golden treasure 
every year on May 1. 

Annibale Tosci, the beggar whose 
rgharp guess bad given him compara: 
tive wealth, became a landowner bear 
Mantua. He died at the age of nine 
ty-four.— Youth's Companion.

Large Herd Stampeded From 
Northern Alerts. 


Part of a | 

Fifteen hi-on, believed to be part of 
& Jarge herd. were starnpeded by Joho 
Laduc, a French Canadian trapper, 
said to he the firat white tiao to pene. 
$rate the interior of the Hay iver | 
country, in the hinterland of Alberta, 
says ap Edmonton paper. He hag 
come to Edmonton with a two-years’ 
fur catch from the territory several 
hundred miles beyond the Arctic Cir- 
cle. The feeding ground of the buf- 
faloes, which he report: to be as wild 
as those which roamed the western 
plains in tervitorial days, is hetween 
the Peace River and the Beaver Hills. 

The discovery is of importance, as 
it confirms the belief of naturalists 
that a herd of buffaloes exist Sorne- 
where in the unknown North Ladue, 
who has lived north of the fHilty-tifth 
parallel all his life, is emphatic in the 
statement that he has not confused hig 
find with the musk ox or the wood 
buffalo, seen occasionally inside the 
Arctic Circle. 

Laduc’s trapping operations during 
the two-years’ stay in the Far North 
extended over more than three hum 
dred square miles of territory. From 
Peace River Crossing he paddled his 
canoe up the Peace River to the 
mouth of the Cadotte River, tramping 
then across the country to the Clear 
Hills. He put out a line of traps aod 
made good catches. Afterwards he 
journeyed tothe west of the Beaver 
Hills to about forty miles from wuere 
the Hay River rises in the Tnree Hay 
Lakes. Here is the story in hia own 
words; ; 

“I was making a long trip over the 
country to the north and west of 
Beaver Hills in the summer cf 1912. 
The Beaver Hilla consist of a short

“The animals stampeded the mo 
ment they sensed me; hut I saw en 
ough of them to convince me they 
were real buffaloes, Late in the 
winter, fully forty miles from where 1 
saw the buffaloes the previous sum: 
mer, I came upon tracks which must 
have been made by a large herd. 
There were many hoof prints in the| 
hard snow. 


“The tracks were right in the 
Peaver Hills, not a great distance 
from the end of my line of traps. Al: 


though I watched every time I want 
cver that part of the territory, [ did) 
not see the animals again. When (| 
return to the north, in a few weeks, I | 
hope to obtain more tangible evidence 
of the discovery of the herd.” 

Widely-known explorers, including 
Seton, Allen and Hornaday, and bie 
game hunters from various part: 9!

hinterland, believe there are wild but 
faloes in the district, and from. time 
to time Indian trappers have corm?

Cherry Delights. 

Cherries served fresh and cold on 
their own stems for breakfast are so 
delicieus that no other way of serving 
them at that meal could be better. But 
pitted and sprinkled with sugar and a 
bit of lemon juice they serve as an ap- 
petizer and at the same time lose none 
of their delicate flavor. Another way 
of preparing them for breakfast is to. 
pit them and mix them with sugar in 
the proportion of half a cupful to a 
pint ef cherries and cook them until 
they are just tender. Then pour them 
over buttered toast. 

Cherry soup has been made, but it 
could hardly be more than the result of 
an effort to serve cherries in a new and 
unexpected way. However, at every 
course gaye the soup ‘course cherries 
can be legitimately served. 

Cherry cocktails are made in this 
way: Stone ripe cherries, chop them 
fine, add a tablespoonful of lemon juice” 
to each cupful of cherries, sweeten 
them to taste and serve them either in 
cocktail glasses or else in lemon skin 
cups made by removing part of one 
side of a sufficient number of lemons, 
cutting a bit of the rind@ from the other 
side, removing all the pulp and juice 
and washing and chilling the shells. 

Cherries served with French toast 
can be used as an entree. To make 
them cut rings half an inch thick from 
bread and soak them in beaten egg 
yolk, milk, a little sugar and a pinch of 
salt. Roll the bread rings in crumbed 
bread and macaroons and brown them 
in butter. Stew ripe cherries with sug- 
ar enough to sweeten them, drain and 
pile in the middle of a dish. Surround 
them with the fried bread rings and 
serve them with the juice of the cher- 
ries thickened with a little cornstarch 
and flavored with orange juice. 

Cherry fritters can be served with 
meat as a separate course or. as dessert. 
To make them prepare a batter of @ 
cupful of flour, a teaspoonful of salt 
and half a teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der mixed with a tablespoonful of 
melted butter, a well beaten egg and 
enough water to make a thin batter. 
Stew ripe, pitted cherries until they 
are just tender—but do not cook them 
to pieces—and sweeten them. Drain 
them and add them to the batter. Drop 
it in spoonfuls into deep fat and fry 
brown. ‘The juice drained from tho 
cherries can be substituted for water 
to moisten the fritter batter. 

Sour cherries are needed for cherry 
sherbet. Stone a quart of them. In 
the meantime boil together a quart of 
water and a pound of granulated sugar 
for fifteen minutes. Add the cherries 
to the hot sirup just as it is taken from 
the stove and stand aside until it is 
perfectly cold. Strain through a fine 
wire sieve and freeze. When you take 
out the dasher stir in a meringue made 
of the white of one egg sweetened with

Calgary To Pack Meat. 

In an effort to encourage the pack- 
{ng industry of the West, and to cen- 
tralize the business in Calgary, the 
municipality will probably purchase 
sixty acres of land, adjoining the city 
limite, and exploit a comprehensive 
scheme looking to the development of 
the meat packing industry. e city 
has taken an option on the land at 
$260,000. 

The idea originated with President 
Negillus of the United Farmers of 
Alberta, and has been taken up with 
enthusiasm by the City Council and 
the officials of the three railroads into 
Calgary.

Raspberry Tarts. 

Raspberry Tarts.—Delicious raspber- 
ty tarts can be made by cooking paste 
in patty tins, filling the shells with 
rice or beans in waxed paper to keep 
the paste from bubblinty and filling the 
shells with fresh raspberries covered 


| with sugar and whipped cream. 


Raspberry Ice Cream.—This_ ice 
cream calls for three pints of raspber- 
ries. Cover and mix them with a cup- 
ful of sugar and let them stand for an 
hour. Mix three pints of cream witha 
cupful and a half of sugar and two 
tablespoonfuls of sherry. Freeze and 
when stiff take out the dasher. Put 
the berries and sugar in the cavity 
where the dasher was and set away in 
ice and salt for an hour and a half, 


Boiled Sweet Apples. 

Take five nice, ripe, sweet apples, 
balve and core them, place in a kettle, 
sprinkle with four teaspoonfuls brown 
sugar. Add water enough to boil well 
over the apples. Cover and let them 
cook until tender and the juice is be- 
coming thick. Then witb a silver fork 
or spoon lift the bottom pieces, letting 
the top ones down into the sirup. 
Cook from twenty to thirty minutes 
onger, being careful not to burn them. 
These are much nicer than baked ap- 
ples, 


Pan Dowdy. 

Pie crust, apples, two cupfuls of sug- 
tr, one teaspoonful of cinnamon, one 
tupful of cider. Line the sides of a 
Jeep baking pan with common pie 
trust, fill it witb apples, pared, cored 
ind quartered. Add the sugar, cinna- 
non and cider. Cover it with rather 
a thick crust. Bake it slowly four 
hours, then break in the crust and mix 
it well with the apples, Eat with 
tream. . 


Roman Parfait. 

Beat up one quart of thick cream 
antil stiff. Then add one pound of 
powdered sugar and put into the can 
of the freezer. Pack in ice and salt 
and let it stand until half frozen. 
hen add the juice and grated rind of 
two lemons, one tablespoonful of bran- 
jy and a little green coloring. Repack 
and let {t stand from two to three 
oours until frozen. 


Good Sandwiches. 

Have ready thin slices of bread. 
Spread them with butter, Neufchatel

Motor Cycles To Be Used. 


A dramatic contest of strategy and 
wit between British sailors and armed 
motor cyclists is anticipated upon the 
East Coast at the end of the present 
month.  Vice-Admiral Jellicoe, who 
will be in charge of the hostile, or 
Blue fleet, will endeavor during the 
concluding phases of the forthcoming 
naval manoeuvres to land a force at 
such a point upon the East Coast as 
will enable this force ceriously to 
threaten London. 

To outwit Vice-Admiral Jellicoe 
motor cyclists are to be umployed in 
considerable numbers. These cyclists, 
equipped with reliable machines and a 
knowledge of the duties of scouts, will 
play the all-important role of the eyes 
of the army. They will! patrol the 
coast and immediately report at cer- 
tain rendezvous any attempted land- 
ing by ‘the fleet. At these rendezvous 
will be stationed highly mobile bodies 
of troops, ready for instant action, 
and sufficiently armed to harass and 
delay a landing. These will be subse- 
quently reinforced from a force held 
fn reserve at a suitable centre. 

The employment of motor cyclists 
in the actual and responsible role cf 
scouta is regarded with great satisfac- 
tion by thase who have followed the 
history of military cycling.

place at that -iine fer persons inter. 
ested in shipping and matters con- 
nected with shipping. 

Lloyd was a man of great enter- 
prise, and he was really the originator 
of the great system of maritime and 
commercial intelligence which had 
been ‘so developed that to-day Lloyd's 
agents are to be found on every coa-t 
in the world. Day by day they report 
by electric cable and wi'relesa tele. 

toe passing or arrival of ves- 
sels in their particular corner of the 
globe, and it is thus that the worid, 
through the medium of Lloyd's, is 
able to keep in touch with the wove- 
ments of every ship.

The question of exiling habitual or 
professional criminals is being agitat- 
ed in England. The Prison Commis. 
sioners in their latest report state 
that the proportion of persons having 
previous convictions has, in the laat 
few years, risen from 78 to 87 per cent. 

There are now, it is estimated by 
W. 8. Lilly, considerably. more than 
20,000 habitual or professional crim- 
inals in London. 

“The only way of dealing with 
these habitual criminals,’’ says Mr. 
Lilly, ‘is to expel tnem from the com. 
munity against which they wage in- 
zessant war. A third conviction should 
cause the prisoners to he deported to 
some island ai.d reduced to a state of 
industrial serfdom, in which they 
could earn their living.” 


Historic Home To Be Sold. 

The announcement that the Duke 
of Northumberland intends to sell 
Syon House has caused a good deal 
of surprise in England, The wonder. 
tul old mansion has many romantic 
associations. It was from Syon House 
that Lady Jane Grey went to claim 
the throne on the death of Edward 
VI., and from there, too, that the 
thildren of Charles I. were taken to 
pid farewell to their father prior to 
his execution. 


CRISIS FOR ENGLISH GIRLS, 


Neithe. Money Nor Careers Open For 
Mcry of Them. 


Every year the question of m:rriagy 
is heeoming more and more difficult 
{9* men as well as for women, says 
Lady Aberconway in The New York 
Times. Men naturally hesitate to tuke 
bs niless gitls from luxurious homes. 
Women demand from men a puret 
life, a more ideal pose. thus, tearing 
to marry, men drift into bachelor life, 
where the affections are cold stored; 
women find themselves in increased 
numbers stranded on narrow it.comes, 
with no training, no occupation, and 
no means of bettering their lot. Even 
in the most favorable case where a 
girl is loved and won by a husband 
who is not only wealthy, Lut beloved, 
th. penniless wife enters his house 
as 9 dependent and not a3 a partner. 

How differert is the case in France, 
where almost every woman has her 
dot; where the first thought of par- 
en's at the birth of a girl is to save 
enough for her so as to :ake her in- 
dependent of marriage if need be, and 
if she desires to iaarry, give her 
financial help in founding a new 
family, in the affairs of which rhe is 
an honored partner, and not a mere 
dependent. 

If the daughter's dower deprives 
sons of an extra share of their pater- 
nal inheritances, each man who mar- 
ties finds his wife possessed of a 
comfortable sum to help the house- 
hold, and thus the property of the 
pair is not markedly |-ss than we 
find on the average in England. But 
an immense difference ‘es in this; 
that instead of the family fortune be- 
ing the exclusive property vc: the hus- 
band, the wife is a partn_r, and haa, 
by the law of ‘‘Communite des 
Bsns,” an equal share in all the 
family possessions. This arrangze- 
ment brings incalculable happiness 
to women in conferring dignity and 
independence. 

Any father who cannot give hia 
daughter a dowry ought to see that 
she is taught a profession or business, 
prefer.cly his own business or pro- 
fession. Every shopkeeper ought to 
train his daughter in commercial 
knowledge; every architect, artist, de. 
corator, doctor, lawyer, and chemist 
ought to do all in his power to teach 
his daughters what he knows, so that 
they may become useful and inde- 
pendent members of society. As they 
set their sons up in business by ad- 
vances of capital, fathers should not 
forget that a similar help might be a 
precious boon to unmat.’ed daugh- 
ters. Instead of going as a house- 
keeper or companion, a girl with a 
little capital might set up a laundry 
or a school of a dressmaking estab- 
lishment, or, indeed, launch out into 
any paying Lusiness in which she 
ha’ knowledge or talent. 

When we come to the gentry, who 
may dislike to see their daughters en- 
gage in trade, there is still-an enor- 
mous field in estate management, for 
which’ women might be specially 
qualified. There ought not to be a 
landowner in the country wh» does 
not instruct his daughter in farm 
management and agricultural affairs. 
Every woman ought to be capable of 
managing her own land if she has 
any, and even if she has no Janded 
property of her own, a very moder- 
ate capital would enable her to rent 
a-small holding and to grow farm 
produce for the market, or to keep 4 
dairy or a poultry farm. There is 
also a great opening for fruit and 
vegetable culture in this country. One 
of the prettiest and smartest women 
of fashion in London makes no less 
than $2,000 a year net ;rofit by the 
sulture of carnations. 


Women Angry at Short Term. 


Because ®& woman known a 
“Queenie” Gerald, pleading guilty to 
violating the ‘‘white slave’ law, was 
sentenced to only three months, while 
suffragettes are thrown into prison for 
long terms for breaking windows and 
throwing acid into pillar letter boxes, 
intense indignation has be23n mani- 
fested by suffrage supporters. One 
of many letters. to the newspapers 
said: 

“The deputy chairman of the Lon- 
don sessions offered the suffragists 
and their friends the deepest insult 
possible by sentencing this notorious 
member of Mrs. Warren’s profession 
td such a short term for trafficking 
in human flesh and blood, while Mra. 
Pankhurst and a few other noble 
women are being done to death for 
merely trying to get in a position to 
force laws which would put an end to 
just such a vile trade as the Geraid 
woman plied in a Piccadilly fat.” 

The police raid on ‘Queenie’ Ger- 
ald’s establishment was highly sen 
sational and had so much rublicity 
that the contrast between her sen- 
tence and those of the suffragettes 
‘vas quickly noticed.
